Anna, his younger sister, does not 
know the magic lantern and wants to see how it 
works. The grandfather explains the lantern and 
its mechanism and then projects the slides. 

As you will notice, the project group added 
some special effects to the projection of 

fairy tale slides, this is later explained as the 
impression of the children who watched the 
show. Willem says in the end: “Grandfather, this 
was really special, 1t seemed as if the images 
were coming to life!”
